Anxiety at Haifa 

An impending attack on the 
Hadarhacarmil quarter of Haifa 
was prevented by the arrival of 
British troops early on. Monday 
morning. ‘Later news from Haifa 
indicates, however, that the dis- 
order there is not free from 
anxiety, following receipt by the 
tribes of the news of Friday's 
events, but so far no disturbances 
are reported. 

Attacks in Suburbs 

“The Acting High Commissioner 
reports later on August-2¢-that the 
outlying Jewish suburbs.of Jerusa- 
lem, Jaffa and Haifa, have been 
subjected to attacks and aseauits. 
The Jewish quarter of Hebron was 
the scene of a particularly deter- 
mined attack, and the Jewish 
colonies from the south of Jaffa to 
the south of Haifa have been sub- 
jected to threats of altack.: .

HOSTILE ACTIONS BY

MOSCOW ALLEGES ACTION 

TAKEN IN SELF-DEFENCE 


WAR RESPONSIBILITY

The foreign offic states that the 
Chinese Minister in Berlin re- 
cently sent a Note to the Soviet, 
demanding an explanation of the 
hostile actions of the Soviet troops 
on the Manchurian border. 

To this Moscow replied that the 
action of the Soviet treops was 
taken in self-defence, but the Soviet 
was willing to restrict the activity 
of its forces on condition that 
China disarms al] White Russians 
in China and stops them invading 
Soviet territory; otherwise it will 
hold the Chinese Government res- 
ponsible for any outbreak of war 
if China refuses to consider the 
Soviet’s demands. ,.. 

Further Chidése Protest 

The Chinese Minister in Bertin, 
considering the Soviet -reply- unsa- 
tisfactory filed a further protest to 
Moscow on August’25, the terms of 
which have not. been divulged. 

Suggested Compromise

ESTATE . 


CHINESE WILL LAW 
WELL-KNOWN NAMES’ AMONG 
“THE WITNESSES 


SIGNATURE BEFORE DEATH 


Several well-known names were 
mentioned in the Supreme Court 
this morning, “it being a unique 
oceasion. : 

Mr. Ching .Tin-tau (also known 


as T. T. Ching), some time Manager 
ofthe now defunct Kwangtung 
Provincial Bank, when he was a8s0- 
ciated with the financial administra- 
tion in Canton, who was one of the 
founders of the Industrial & Com- 
mercial Bank, Lid., was one of two 
plaintiffs in a probate action heard 
by his Honour the _Chiet Justice} 
(Sir Henry Gollan, -C.B.E.,. K.C.). 

Dr. Lai Chi-hsi, Hanlin, Reader 
in Chinese History in the University 
of Hong Kong, was one of the wit- 
nesses called to give expert evidence 
on Chinese law and custom. Another 
was the Hon. Dr. 8. W. Ts, O.B.E., 
LL.D., one*of the Chinese members 
of the Legislative Council, Hong 
Kong, and principal of Mevsrs. Tso 
& Hodgson, solicitors, etc. 

Prove “in Solemn Form” 

The estate, it was announced, is 
valued at between $40,000 and 
$50,000. As far as iz known, this 
js the first occasion on which a Chin- 
ese will has been proved “ip solemn 
form.of law” under Ordinance No. 
1 of 1856 (an Ordinance relating to 
wills made by Chinese people). 

Mr. H. G. Sheldon (instructed by 
Messrs. Johnson, Stokes & Master) 
said he had looked for authorities 
and failed to find any. His Lordship, 
remarked that, of course, there had 
been many Chinese wills proved “in 
common form.” 

With Mr. T. T. Ching a8 joint 
plaintiff was Cheung Shiu-fan, both 
of No. 25, Robinson-road.... They, 
claimed to ‘be the executors of the 
last will, dated Jue 30, 1927, of 
Cheung Ng Shi, alias Cheung Ng 
Sze, alias Ng Luk, alias Ng Shau-ip, 
alias Ng. She, alias Po-shing Tong, 
late of No. 94, Caine-road, widow, 
who died-on June 30, 1927. They 
also claimed te have the said will 
established. : 

“Incapable of Understanding” 

The writ was issued against the 
defendant, Cheung Shiu-ying, No. 
49, Shanghai-street, 3rd floor, as one 
of the next of kin of deceased. 

Tt was explained in Mr. Sheldon’s 
opening that Mr. Ching is the 
deceased lady's second son-in-law 
and that the other plaintiff is the 
deceased lady’s second son. Defen- 


dant is the eldest (an adopted) son. 


Defendant appeared in person. 

A statement of defence had been 
filed, said Mr. Sheldon. In it, de- 
fendant said that ‘the alleged: will 
was not duly exeeuted according to 
the provisions of Stat. 1 Vie. C. 26; 
that deceased, at the time. the will 
purports to have been exeeuted, was 


physically incapable of understand- |. 


ing; and that deceased, .at the time 
the will purports to have. been 
executed, did not know and approve 
the contents thereof. : 
Half Fathers Patrimony 

The defendant als put the plein- 
tiffs to the proof that the will duly 
complied with. the ‘statute;. and 
alleged that deceased. was 20. weak 
mentally - and physically ~.that she 
was unable to appreciate or ‘under- 
stand the meaning and effect of the 
will, or its purport and contents. 

A reply to this statement of 
defence had been filed for plaintiffs, 
Mr. Sheldon added. And if was 
proposed to proceed under the 
Ordinance referred to and not under 
the statute... - : :

|} WHAT OF WAR? — 
It Is Inevitable? 


Who Says That 


j : oN Bea 


I do-not gree that a “next war” 
is inevitable, any more than any 
-ather evil that plagues the life of 
man. -All such evils are parasitic; 
they do not properly belong to 
human‘existence: they have no part 
in God's ideal order for human 
Hfe. Who that had. any first-hand 
experience of the foul. obscenities 
of the last Great War, who saw 
the endles§ stream of broken, bleed- 
ing bodies of the flower of our 
nation’s manhood brought down to 
the base hospitals, who visited the 
homes of the widows and orphans 
and witnessed the tears and an- 
guish of béreaved fathers and 


mothers, could accept for a moment 
the dictum that such a ghastly 
orgy of blood, such a blasphemous 
debasement of human life, is inevit- 
able? 

Happily that idea is now far 
from being universally accepted. 
Indeed, nothing ‘is more encourag- 
ing to students of the times than 
the deep-seated and widespread 
repugnhance to war as an instrument 
of national policy which is felt by 
earnestly-minded people .in all 
civilized lands. ° 

Absolute Futility 

It ig not merely the horrors of 
war, but its absalute futility which 
has so impressed many minds. We 
have come to see the truth of 
Napoleon's well-known conclusion: 
—"The more I study the world, the 
more I am convinced of the in- 
ability of brute force to create any- 
thing durable.” Modern soldiers 
are equally emphatic on this point: 
f{ am not suggesting that the use 
of force, in the present condition 
of the world, is entirely avoidable, 
or that it is not in certain con- 
tingencies, and for certain pur- 
poses, . morally defensible. _ No 
group of individuals, large or 
small, can live together in peace 
and amity as a community without 
respect for the common rights of 
all. This-is equally true whether 
the community he a family, a city, 
a nation, or a group of nations, 
There must be an agreed order. 
Order necessitates law: law - in- 
evitably . implies a penalty for 
breaches of law: anda penalty in- 
volves, in the last resort, power. to 
inflict it—in a word, the use of 
for fo 

Even the acceptance by all 
nations of the League Covenant or 
the Kellogg act would still: require 
—-human nature being what it is— 
a reserve of force capable of being 
used by the majority agaimst any 
who were traitors to their obliga- 
tions, who broke their pact, or made 
aggression upon their neighbours. 
Just as in the present condition of 
society we must expect law-break- 
ers among individuais, so, I fear, 
it is necessary to be prepared to 
deal with nations who fail to re- 
Spect treaties. Yet, surely, it is 
not beyond the combined skill of 
the more enlightened nations to dis- 
cover scme means of coercion other 
than military by which to deal with 
internationa! law-breakers, should 
there be such. 

Degrees of Development 

One of the difficulties in the way 
of universal peace and the chief 
hindrance to the progress of the 
League of Nations Hes in the 
different degrees of moral and 
Spiritual development still existing 
among the nations. The more ad- 
vanced peoples are held -back by 
[thé more backward. Al] are not 
equally ready to accept authority of 


| 


moral principles, nor to take the |- 


risks involved in securing peace. 
This creation of the peace mind 
in place of the. war is, I recognize, 
Ja matter of time and of moral and 
spiritual education. Such a will to 
‘fveace, in my view, must, however, 
reat upon a surer foundation than 


that of the mere instinct of self-, 


preservation. Unless it is possible 
to create a will to peace which is 
rooted in'a profound conviction of 
the twin truths of the Fatherhood 
of God and ‘the universal brother- 
hood of man, I see little hope of 
escaping that next war. : 
Apart from the widespread 
diffusion of this large world 
patriotism in place of a narrow. 
‘| nationalism, I- have- no doubt Mz. 
Colin. Clive’s:” prediction ‘would 
prove true:—“If there were a war 
emergency to-morrow . and _ the 
_{ Government. ‘began calling: for 
volunteers, - thousands: of _ young

The Fighting Instinct 

_ Unti) very recent times the frac- 
tice of duelling was widespread, 
As late as the middle of the Nine 
teenth Century, an English moraliat 
insisted that. duelling “tended to 
preserve politeness and peace!” In 
fact, all’ the arguments that are 
now adyanced in support of: war 
were.at one time advanced in sup- 
port of duelling. As long as gentle- 
men wore swords, ‘(on the popular. 
principle that “the way to preserve 
peace is to be prepared for war,”) 
as long as men were mentally and 
physically prepared for duels, duels 
were fought. But to-day, in many 
countries, if one man should kill 
another in a duel he would be tried 
for murder. Combativeness is, 1 
grant you, part and parcel of 
human nature, and a most valuable 
quality when exercised for humane 
and morally sound purposes. And 
what is to prevent the fighting in- 
stinct, instead of applying itself to 
the destruction of. human wealth 
and. life, being directed te the 
destruction of everything that now 
jeopardizes the happiness ‘and 
peace of mankind?’ The best man- 
hood, the best. brains, the best 
science, the best inventive genius 
have been too long enlisted in the 
service of war. 

‘Imagine the young men o1 all 
mations enlisted to fight -the moral 
evils threatening our social life. 
Imagine the best scientists of the 
world mobilised, net to invent new 
chemical’ and mechanical instru- 
ments for the destruction of 
human Hfe, but to fight disease. 
Imagine the womanhood of the 
nations enlisted to get everything 
inimical to family life—malnutri- 
tion of children, bad housing, slum 
conditions, imagine the statesmen of 
all nations mobilized: to fight war 
—wWhat fields for the utilization of 
the fighting .instinct are these? 
Cannot educational and religious 
propaganda divert that instinct 
from inhuman and destructive 
channels into channels which sha!l 
make for the improvement and 
peace of human life? -I am con- 
vineed they can. 

- Salvation Army’s Example 

Dedicated to.a high ideal, the 
fighting instinct can become most 
powerfully beneficent. As witness 
the Salvation Army, which, in fifty 
years, has’ succeeded -in uniting 
men and ‘vomen of almost every 
race and colour and tongue in a 
Passionate and sustained crusade 
against every form of social and 
moral evil. The Salvation Army 
was a League of Nations in active 
operation long before the Geneva 
Covenant had been heard of. 

The one and only permanent 
safeguard against war, I am. ‘con- 
vinced, lies in the universal accept- 
ance of the Gospel of Christ—a 
gospel of peace with God and peace 
with mankind, This alone will give 
the world security—personal, 
economic, marion, and inter- 
national. :

WIRELESS CONTRIBUTION TO 
SOLVING PROBLEM 


A number of delegates to the In- 
ternational Lighthouse 
reeently concluded in London, visited 
the Mareont Works at Chelmsford, 
and were entertained to luncheon, 
the Right Hon. F. G. Kellaway, P.C,, 
managing director of the Marconi 
Company, presiding. . 

My. Kellaway, in welcoming the 
delegates, said there was yet a great 
deal to be done in solving the pro- 
blem presented by fog at sea. Great 
though the’ contribution of wireless, 
the wireless direction-finder, and the 
wireless beacon had been towards the 
solution of that problem, there was 
still much to be done_ before the 
ideal waz attained. The technical 
men of ali nations represented at the * 
Canferenco ‘were concentrating on 
that problem. That it would be solv- 
ed he had no doubt, and in solving 
it they would do a service not only 
to those concerned with navigation 
at sea, but also in the wider field of 
navigation in the air. 

In that International Lighthouse 
Conference, he concluded, they had 
created a machine which, if properly 
used, would, he believed, enable them 
to make a far greater advance in the 
course of the next few years than-had 
been made in the thousands of years 
row -behind them.

NEEDS $700,000 ) MONTHLY FOR 

EXPENSE 
. Expenditure for the Kwangsi 
Armies for the month of July and 
August was- fixed-by the Cgntral 
Governmen: at the sum of $500,000, 
monthly. the funds to be advanced 
by Kwangtung for the time being. 
Thiis heaty expenditure - was 
necessitated by the increased num- 
bers of troops. that had to be sent 
to the province to dispose of the 
rebellious units of the old Kwangsi 
militarists, ,although the forces of 
the military cligue have now been 
brought under control. The govern- 
ment forces are still in the province, 
where they will be kept pending 
disbandment. 

It is now reported that the Central 
Government has decided on the 
expenditure of . $200, 000, for each 
division per month, and since there 
are ‘three divisions.and one brigade, 
the monthly requirements of 
Kwangsi will total $700,000. Advices 
to this effect have been sent to 
General Li, the Special Officer, and 
the funds will be sent direct 
from the Central Government.—

‘out the facts which they both knew. 
Very properly and very promptly, by 
the action of the King’s Proctor, the 
decree was set aside. Tiiat took place 
a great many years ago. 

“The petitioner sought: a - marriage 
licence i in order that he might regular- 
ise his relations with. the. young 
woman in question. He*found that 
the decree which had been made had, 
without notice to him, been rescinded. 
Years passed and the parties pro- 
ceeded as they had done. 

“Now, in 1929, this suit ‘comes on 
for hearing, in whieh the petitioner, 


.| fiving as he says in adultery with the 


woman with whom he chose to live ten 
years ago, asks that the marriage shalt 
be dissolved because of his wife's 
adultery. 

“There ‘have been cases where people 
in the poorest circumstances have 
found that they would not maintain

Great Difficulty. 

“T have ; -great difficulty in taking the 
view that people who wilfully dis- 
regard all obligations in . regard to 
marriage are people whom the Court

dissolution.” 

Lord Merrivale ‘said that he found 
the adultery alleged . in the petition 
against the wife had been proved. As 
| to the other part of the case’ he did 
not at present sce his way to proceed 


the papers to the King’s Proctor, so 
that he might have some assistance, 
on consideration of the public interest 
involved’ in the, law of marriage, in 
deciding whether that wes a case in 
which it was possible to grant relief 
to the petitioner.
